© A Fter I had! been examined in the Houſe: of 


"A. Lords, and was thereupon forbidden the Courr 
by a Meſſage by Anthony Rowe Efq; one of the Clerks

'with a reſolution to lay my -Caſe before the Par- 
liament-at the opening of the next Seſſion. And 


upon my return to Town next Winter, I lodg?d 
a Petition in the hands of a Member of the Ho- 
nourable Houſe of Commons, who promis'd to bring 
It into the Houſe, in order to haye Juſtice done me 
C 3 there, 
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there, But after. a long attendance, inſtead..of 


delivering my Petition, he brought me word that. 


my Service would be well accepted, if I would go 
abroad and tranſmit from thence an Account of 
what was tranſacted by the Enemies of the Goverii- 
ment, who were obligd by AR of Parliament to 
leave the Land. I was ſurpriz'd at the Overture, 


'having been. ſo long laid aſide, and was very de- 


firous to know who it was that would engage my 
Service: But that Favour was at that time deny'd
